Joe Wheeler accepted with alac- 
rity. This did not endear him to 
Southern die-hards and there was 
considerable criticism of Little 
Joe, much of it harsh. It worried 
him not at all. He had always 
had a martial itch and he pro- 
ceeded to be as active for the 
Stars and Stripes as he had been 
for the Stars and Bars. 


Legend has it that one of the 
officers in Little Joe’s Confeder- 
ate command said, when he saw 
his old leader in the blue uniform, 
“Joe, I hope I die and go to hell 
ahead of you because I want to 
be there to see Beauregard strip 
that damned blue coat off your 
back.”’ 


Cavalary Unit 


Be that as it may, Joe Wheeler 
wore it well and gallantly. In 
June of 1898 his cavalry unit was 
a part of Shafter’s Santiago expe- 
dition. They landed at Daiquiri. 
The water was bad. But there 
was plenty of rum, limes and 
sugar. In no time at all, the cav- 
alrymen: were mixing and con- 
suming the ingredients quite vig- 
orously. They did not drink it 
daintily, in cocktail glasses, but 
swigged it as pirates did grog. 
The command was very active 
and Wheeler came near getting 
a reprimand for over-aggressive- 
ness in the siege of Santiago. 
This was an old fault of his. His 
men used to say, with admiration 
and regret, that about the only 
word Little Joe could say real 
loud was ‘‘charge.” 


The daiquiri cocktail came back 
from the town of Daiquiri to be- 
come, in our time, a deceitfully 
mild tipple for summer drinkers. 
Few of them know it was cre- 
ated in Cuba by “Fighting Joe” 
Wheeler’s bearded, malaria-shak- 
en cavalrymen. 


Joseph Wheeler was a typical 
story of the Civil War. He was 
born in Augusta, Ga., of par- 
ents who had come thence from 
New Haven, Conn. He was near 
the bottom of the West Point class 
of 1859. He had only two years 
of Indian fighting before he fol- 
lowed, reluctantly, his state in 
the decision to secede. His title 
“Fighting Joe’ was well earned. 
He believed in attack, but he also 
knew the value of training and 
discipline. The Confederacy had 
three brilliant cavalry leaders, 
J. E. B. Stewart, Nathan Bed- 
ford Forrest and Wheeler. Mili- 
tary scholars give the edge to 
Stuart in delicacy of touch and 
vision. Forrest had a lethal sim- 
plicity of action that perhaps sur- 
passed Wheeler at his best, but 
the latter yielded to none in dog- 
ged aggressiveness and reliabil- 
ity. 


No Support 


In the last two years of the war 
Wheeler’s troopers, who had ex- 
isted almost as partisans, lacking 
any support or supply, earned a 
bad name. They were feared and 
hated almost as much, if not 
more, than Sherman’s bummers 
because of their ruthless forag- 
ing. They had to live off their 
own people and they were not po- 
lite about taking what they 
wanted. 


Gen. Wheeler was one of the 
youngest of the Confederate offi- 
cers. In early 1900 he served in 
the Philippines and was only 64 
when he died in September of that

V. Allen said here Monday the U2 
incident had side effects that were 
not all bad in the world’s eyes. 


Allen, head of the United States 
Information Agency, said the reve- 
lation that U.S. aircraft had been 
flying reconnaissance runs deep 
within Soviet borders for at least 
four years helped counter much of 
the Soviet space-advancement 
propaganda.

Israelis Captured 
Nazi in Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, (?—Israel for the 
first time acknowledged officially Monday night that 
Israeli secret sleuths found and captured former Ges- 
tapo official Adolf Eichmann in Argentina. 


But the Israeli government in- 
sisted he voluntarily surrendered 
to a volunteer commando group 
that hunted him down as Hitler’s 
mass slayer of Jews. 


In a note to the Argentine gov- 
ernment, the Israeli government 
quoetd Eichmann as saying that 
after being traced to Buenos Aires 
“TI realized that it made no sense 
to try to continue hiding myself 
from justice.” 


Eichmann is awaiting trial in 
Israel on charges of complicity in 
the murder of six million Jews 
under the Nazi regime. 


Until now, Israel had refused to 
disclose the details of Eichmann’s 
capture. Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion’s May 23 announcement 
of Eichmann’s arrest set off a 
flood of speculatoin about the 
case. 


The most persistent reports said 
Eichmann was nabbed here by Is- 
raeli secret service agents and 
rushed out of the country May 12 
or 13 on the plane that had 
brought Israel’s delegation to the 
Argentine independence anniver- 
sary celebrations. 


A high source in the Argentine 
government said last week he was 
convinced of the general accuracy 
of the reports but lacked any evi- 
dence to support them. 


Argentine President Arturo 
Frondizi ordered an immediate 
investigation and asked Israeli 
Ambassador Aarieh Levavi for a 
full explanation of the case. 


Broadway Strike Talk 
Breaks Off in Impasse 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The League of New York 
Theaters Monday night broke off negotiations with 
Actors Equity, dashing hopes for an early settlement of 
a labor dispute that has blacked out Broadway theaters. 


David Merrick, a spokesman for | 
the producers, said the negotia- 
tions were “hopelessly dea d- 
locked.”’ 


Merrick told reporters, ‘I re- 
gret to say after all these weeks 
of negotiations, although we have 
found ways of meeting the Equity 
demands for a pension plan, Equi- 
ty countered with demands in 
minimum salaries and rehearsal 
pay virtually the same as de- 
mands made last April.

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Abusers of Trust 
Can Be Punished 


Georgians who have to scratch up 
state tax money and fork it over, and 
who have repeatedly seen this money 
they have raised misused, must begin to 
wonder if it is possible to punish mis- 
handlers of the public trust. 

Many charges involving past govern- 
ment officials have been quashed or con- 
victions reversed. 

One point should be emphasized, how- 
ever: many of those cases have turned 
on points of law, not upon the truth or 
falsehood of the graft allegations. 

And let it be noted that points of law 
are important. Certainly nobody wants to 
see a man put in jail illegally. Unless we 
follow legal procedure, there is no law. 

It is up to the prosecution to draw and 
handle indictments accordingly. It also is 
up to the people to change laws if they 
are undesirable, as we contend the face- 
your-accuser law to be—a law that gives 
public officials privileges of immunity 
that the private citizen does not possess 
at the hands of grand juries. 

While no man can be considered 
guilty, then, unless he is properly con- 
victed under existing law, enough admis- 
sions of misdoing have been made in 
cases that foundered on points of law to 
P enable the burdened taxpayer to sense 
the sort of rifling that was given the 
public purse during the past state admin- 
istration. 

There is a completely legal punish- 
ment for the makers of such a climate: 
a firm vote against any more of it.

Negligence of Courts 
Handicaps State Patrol 


Courts can mutilate the effectiveness 
of the State Patrol which is exactly what 
they are doing in numerous instances. 

Records show dozens of local courts 
in Georgia are failing to report traffic 
convictions to the State Patrol. Chief of- 
fenders when it comes to negligence in 
such reporting are mayors’ and recorders’ 
courts. 

Furthermore, disposition of thousands 
of cases booked by state patrolmen and 
turned over to local officials has gone 
unreported. 

Such laxity makes it impossible for 
the patrol to do a thorough job of revok- 
ing licenses for serious offenses, such as 
drunken driving, as the law requires. 

That is one reason why Georgia high- 
ways are cluttered with drivers whose 
past performance shows they have no 
business being behind a steering wheel. 

If the law requiring courts to report 
each traffic conviction and the fee they 
are paid to do so are not incentive 
enough, then another tack is worth a 
try. A penalty provision for noncompliance 
could work wonders in bringing courts 
around to discharging this phase of their 
duties more promptly and thoroughly.

State Should Give Aid 


To Equalization Move 


As more statewide organizations join 
in backing a tax equalization program as 
a solution to problems of local govern- 
ment and economic development, chances 
for positive action are growing brighter. 


To date only six counties in Georgia 
have had a revaluation program. But at 
present there are 12 more undergoing the 
process. The Georgia Municipal Assn. 
firmly is supporting a statewide pro- 
gram. Six district associations of the 
County Commissioners Assn. have en- 
dorsed it. Tax assessors, the Associated 
Industries of Georgia and utility compa- 
nies are backing the idea. 

C. G. Campbell, head of the property 
tax unit of the State Revenue Department, 
points up a major bar in carrying out 
revaluation. Counties which need reas- 
sessment most are the ones which cannot 
afford it. He suggests the state set up a 
revolving fund to assist them. He also 
recommends that his department have at 
least nine persons to assist counties in 
establishing their own programs. 

Such help from the state would be 
practical from a local as well as state 
standpoint. 

Dr. Kenneth Wagner, head of the In- 
dustrial Development Research Depart- 
ment of Georgia Tech, again points out 
that equalization would aid in economic 
expansion. Industries seeking sites fear 
high millage rates and the lack of es- 
tablished procedures in assessments. 

All available evidence supports a 
statewide equalization program, with state 
help and encouragement. The sooner it 
is undertaken, the better.

To Close Clip Joints 


Clip joints operating along tourist 
highways in some south Georgia counties 
continue to give the state a bad name. 
And state government, as Gov. Vandiver 
indicates will be the case, should invoke 
every means available to clean them out. 

Atlanta Journal reporters, John Pen- 
nington and Reese Cleghorn, investigat- 
ing Georgia’s tourist attractions and 
treatment of visitors, have uncovered an 
incredible and shameful situation.

Their advice to stay 
out of the state is costing us a lot of 
tourist dollars. But even this is not as bad 
as tolerating such flagrant violation of the 
law. 

Evidence of failure by local law en- 
forcement agencies justifies any action the 
state can take. Gov. Vandiver is advising 
these agencies that state investigators 


have established the facts of gambling-~ 


activities. If this does not bring action, 
there are other appropriate measures open 
to the state. And for the sake of Geor- 
gia’s good name, these should be applied 
with determination and speed.

“competitive” bids against each other. Other companies, it said, 
regularly submitted “complimentary” or “high’’ bids to make it 
appear they were competing, or else, Jones himself submitted pur- 
ported bids by his competitors. 

This calculated control of bid prices, the investigators reported, 
cost Georgia taxpayers far more than they should have paid for 
the tractors. 

Meanwhile, back at the Capitol, Cheney Griffin, aide and brother 
to the governor, was holding 49 per cent of the stock in one of the 
Jones companies and receiving more than $10,000 in “sales commis- 
sions’ on the tractors, the report said. 

Reading this little story and attempting to be suitably phi- 
losophical about it at a time when state income tax payments are 
due puts one in mind of B’rer Rabbit’s laughin’ place.

Two years ago all manner of backers began to 
cajole and to storm at the big Texan that he must become openly 
and at once a candidate for the Democratic presidential nomination. 


No man ever had more well- 
meaning advice from more sup- 
porters of more different kinds. 
For the Johnson friends run quite 
a gamut. 


They run from the most liberal 
of the old Roosevelt New Dealers 
and Truman Fair Dealers to the 
“safest’’ of Southern conserva- 
tives. (There are also some lib- 
eral Republicans who do not like 
the GOP less but — this year — 
like Lyndon more. ) 


This most mixed of all political 
companies numbers such men as 
Abe Fortas, Roosevelt’s under- 
secretary of the interior, and 
Oscar Chapman, Truman’s secre- 
tary of the interior.

Smathers of Florida; liberal East- 
erners like Sen.

The new clerk is married and 
has one daughter. 


The city clerk keeps all official 
city records and ordinances and 
issues city permits and licenses. 
He also serves as clerk for the 
Board of Aldermen. 


Mackay Sees 
Party Snub 
To DeKalb 


DeKalb County Rep. James A. 
Mackay said Monday it is “‘as- 
stounding” that no delegates to 
the National Democratic Conven- 
tion were named from the second 
most populous county in Georgia. 


He said the fact that there are 
no DeKalb countians on the list 
of Georgia delegates could further 
undermine the state’s position in 
national politics. 

DeKalb—which 1960 census fig- 
ures show to be Georgia’s second 
largest county—is one of several 
counties from which no delegates 
were chosen. 


“Knowing Gov. Vandiver, I can’t 
believe he would personally stoop 
to slighting so many Democrats 
who, in general, appreciate his 
efforts as governor,’ Mackay said. 

The legislator said the lack of 
even one DeKalb delegate must 
have been an “oversight.” 

Nevertheless, it’s poor politics, 
he charged.

2-Door 
Ordinance 


Deferred 


Atlanta aldermen Monday de- 
ferred until June 20 action on the 
controversial ordinance that would 
require two outside doors for all 
small apartment units. 


Ald. Everett Millican, chairman 
of the board’s urban renewal com- 
mittee, said his group will wait for 
a report by a special committee 
of city department heads before 
making a recommendation to the 
aldermanic board. 


The “two-door” requirement 
was in an anti-slum ordinance 
and some aldermen said they 
didn’t realize the effect of the two- 
door section. The city building 
code does not require two doors. 


Some aldermen, builders and 
architects also have complained 
that the heart of the problem 
would be removed by increasing 
minimum lot size requirements 
per apartment unit. 


The aldermen passed an ordi- 
nance that would make it a city 
offense for anyone to enter into an 
agreement to commit an illicit sex 
act for money. 


Police said the new anti-prosti- 
tution ordinance will aid them in 
their drive against commercial- 
ized vice here. The State Court of 
Appeals had knocked out the city’s 
old prostitution ordinance, holding 
that undercover vice squad men 
who approached prostitutes were 
doing the soliciting, not the prosti- 
tutes.

' The State Revenue department 
received an electronic brain Mon- 
day which will figure in seconds 
some of its toughest tax prob- 
lems. 


Receipt of the machine (a Rem- 
ington-Rand ‘‘Univac Solid State 
90"") and creation of a new data 
processing unit were announced 
by Deputy Revenue Commissioner 
Dan Greer. 


The system, Greer said, ‘“‘will 
enable the department to main- 
tain one of the nation’s largest 
current payment income tax plans 
while at the same time processing 
sales tax, motor fuel tax, motor 
vehicle registration . . (and) 
personnel and budgetary con- 
trols.” 


In one second, the machine can 
add a set of nine-digit numbers 
which, if added on a standard 
adding machine, would take a 
clerk eight hours to finish. 


The unit, which will cost the 
state $7,100 a month in rentals, 
occupies the space of about six 
or eight bookshelves. The firm 
also provides four engineers. 


Greer said employes doing the 
work which the machine will re- 
place will be moved to other di- 
visions of the department.

Georgia Sisters Share Faith Heritage

With faith as their heritage, 
two Georgia sisters are sharing 
their birthright. 


The sisters—Mrs. Helen Ruchti 
of Rome and Mrs. Pear! Duvall 
of Decatur—grew up in an at- 
mosphere of deeply rooted re- 
ligious traditions, stemming 
from their father’s pulpit. Now 
their birthright takes them to 
widely separated areas to con- 
tinue their work for the church, 
side-by-side with their husbands: 
Helen and her husband, Rev. W. 
C. Ruchti, pastor of the 5th 
Ave. Baptist Church in Rome, 
Ga., for the past six years, have 
been named to the staff of the 
Baptists’ first English-speaking 
church in Rome, Italy. They 


expect to assume their duties - 


there in the fall. 


Next month, Pearl and her 
husband, Rev. Wallace Duvall, 
will return to Nigeria to con- 
tinue teaching at a missionary 
school. Currently in Decatur 
on a year’s furlough, the Duvalls 
will begin their second term at 
the West African school this 
fall. 


Daughters of Dr. and Mrs. 
R. L. Holmes of Ruston, La., 
Pearl and Helen both attended 
the Carver School of Missions 
and Social Work at Southern 
Seminary in Louisville. Each 
girl met her future husband at 
the seminary, and both have al- 
ways been intensely interested 
in missionary work. 


“Mother was our first sun- 
beam leader,”’ Mrs. Ruchti said. 
“And we always had mission 
studies at home.” 


The Rome pastor’s wife has 
seryed as mission study chair- 
man for the Georgia WMU in 
2,800 churches. 


“Our attic is loaded with 
files,’ she revealed. ‘‘I’ve ab- 
sorbed a lot of it through help- 
ing my husband.” 


The Georgians also have an 
aunt who is a missionary in Bra- 
zil. 

‘“‘Whenever I thought of serv- 
ing as a missionary,’ Mrs. Du- 
vall declared, ‘‘I always had 
Africa in mind.” 


She is looking forward to be- 


ginning her second term of 
three years’ duration in the West 
African province, where Rev. 
Duvall is a full-time teacher 
at the school, and his wife 
teaches part time. 


“‘We’ve loved every minute of 
our stay in Africa,”’ the attrac- 
tive Georgian declared. ‘‘Some 
of the old native superstitions 
are hard to combat, but we’ve 
found it a good, rewarding life.”’ 


The Duvall children—David, 
7; Ellen, 5 and Richie, 
2 — have thrived in the tropi- 
cal climate. ‘“They’ve had none 
of the childhood diseases yet,”’ 
Mrs. Duvall announced. ‘They 
have close friends near the 
school, and are looking forward 
to getting back to them.” 


Ellen especially likes to visit 
their next-door neighbors dur- 
ing meal preparation time. 


COOK OUTSIDE 
“They cook everything out- 
side,”’ she said happily. 


Mrs. Duvall explained that 
the youngster enjoys watching 
the native neighbor prepare a 


breakfast of cereal — finely- 
ground corn, dipped in boiling 
water for a few minutes, then 
eaten with sugar and mille 


Despite native superstitions, 
such as wearing a special ring 
to keep from getting malaria 
and stringing bags of herbs 
around their neck to thwart oth- 
er diseases, the Duvalls report 
that inhabitants of their area 
are more advanced than most 
African tribes. 


“It’s terribly hard to educate 
them about germs,’’ Mrs. Du- 
vall said. ‘“They can’t quite get 
the idea that dirt is dirty, since 
their homes are made of dirt.” 


WORSHIP IDOLS 


Many people in the area still 
worship idols. A prized posses- 
sian in the Duvall household is 
a hand-carved idol given to 
them by a native woman fol- 
lowing her conversion to Chris- 
tianity. 


The Ruchtis joined the Du- 
valls in Decatur this week to 
lend a helping hand with their 
packing. Although their African 
station is near a city of 120,000

WON CONTEST 


The Ruchtis received their 
overseas appointment following 
a trip to Italy last year, which 
came as a result of Helen 
winning a writing contest. 


“We loved it,’ she reported. 
“When we returned, we applied 
for an overseas post. Although 
we requested Rome, we were 
told there were only three posts 


available — none of them in 
Italy.” 
The Ruchtis had prepared 


themselves for any of the other 
appointments. Then, three days 
before the board was to make 
its final decision, the request 
came for staff members to the 
Baptist Church in Rome. 


“It seemed  providential,”’ 
Rev. Ruchti declared. 


They see the language barrier 
as the only major problem, and 
already are hard at work to 
overcome it. 


‘‘We have borrowed stacks of 
language records from the li- 
brary, and we'll study for a 
year at the university at Per- 
ugia, which is 125 miles north 
of Rome,’’ Helen pointed out. 


The Ruchtis explained that 
while they will work with Amer- 
icans living in Italy, a knowledge 
of the Italian language and cus- 
toms is necessary.

“One advantage to our new 
assignment,’’ Mrs. Ruchti said, 
“is that our daughter will be- 
come a bilinguist, and will 
learn first hand something of 
Italy’s rich past.”

Nut Lodged 
In Throat 


Is Common 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: When a 
person has a choking spell 
(having got a crumb of bread 
or cake in his windpipe) is it 
proper to hit him between the 
shoulders? We were brought up 
to think that was the thing to 
do, but I have heard since that 
it isn’t good.—E. W. R. 


With a crumb of bread or cake 
—whacking on the back wouldn't 
likely do any harm. The crumb 
is soft and readily dissolves or 
is broken up. 


It’s a different story if the 
object is larger and hard, say a 
nut, bead, or bone. In that case 
pounding on the back can cause 
the victim to gasp and inhale— 
deeper into the windpipe. 


Above all, never poke a finger 
into the person’s throat; you may 
push the object down against the 
larynx and shut off the breath 
entirely. 


And picking a child up by the 
heels, or otherwise turning him 
upside down, is not without dan- 
ger. If the object is in the wind- 
pipe it can move against the 
larnyx with the same result— 
shutting off the breath. 


Most of these choking spells 
are the result of something deep 
in the throat but not in the wind- 
pipe. Coughing is the automatic 
means of clearing the throat. Let 
the person cough; eventually he 
will usually expel whatever is 
there.

If continued coughing and 
choking give reason to believe 
that the object remains stuck in 
the throat or windpipe, the proper 
course is to have the victim ex- 
amined with a _ bronchoscope— 
and you'd be amazed at some of 
the things fished out of people 
by this means. 


The point is, of course, that 
with a bronchoscope the doctor 
can see what he is doing. He can 
avoid the risk of jamming the 
object against the larynx or 
otherwise shifting it so the victim 
can get no air at all.

They didn’t act, play or think like major leaguers. You quickly 
convinced them that they were being paid to play on, not off the 
field. You first tried talking to your men. But ball players are 
noted for letting advice whistle in one ear and out the other. 


You then stunned some of the veterans when you posted a list 
of rules. They were begiming to believe that you meant business. 
You tried to shake up the club by letting them know you were 
intent on only one thing—winning. You charged Raul Sanchez when 
the Cincinnati hurler deliberately threw at your men. And in the 
ensuing free-for-all, the Phils showed more life than they had in 
years. 

You eventually had to speak the language that all ball players 
understand. You started fining your players, and pitcher Jack 
Meyer was lashed for $1,200. Meyer was your leading pitcher and 
reportedly one of the club’s leading playboys. When he was injured 
in the hotel scuffle in Pittsburgh, you lowered the boom. 


You didn’t back down when Meyer changed his story, in- 
sisting that he hurt his back pitching in Cincinnati; and you 
didn’t retreat when he threatened to carry his case to Commis- 
sioner Ford Frick. When Meyer screamed that he wanted to be 
traded, you merely inquired if anyone knew of a manager who 
wanted a “‘bad actor.”

Series. You haven’t changed in Philadelphia. You can’t tolerate 
indifference. It infuriates you to hear players talking about movies 
or blondes, brunettes and redheads on the bench. During office 
hours, you're a businessman. 


You’ve planned for a major league managerial career from the 
days when you were playing American Legion ball. You didn’t have 
much ability as a player, a statement verified by the Baseball 
Register. 


But you were determined to reach the big tent as an in- 
fielder, and you received major league paychecks for portions 
of nine seasons. You scuffled and scrapped your way up the 
ladder, but your lifetime batting average was an anemic .239. 


You couldn’t hit, but you had a keen mind and each day you 
sat on the bench you learned something new. You were studying to 
become a big league pilot, and Leo Durocher was your favorite 
instructor. You learned more from him than anyone else. 


You’re a refreshing personality in an era of dull baseball play- 
ers and managers. You've transformed the boresome Phils into an 
interesting club, for there’s seldom a dull afternoon with you on 
the scene. You’re saddled with a loser this year even though you 
may succeed in derricking a last-place club out of the cellar. But 
you’re working for a winner named John Quinn, and you'll eventu- 
ally make a winner out of the Phils. You’re Gene Mauch, who 
refuses to accept a seat on a streetcar named defeat.

(P—Tommy Bolt won his first 


tournament since the 1958 National Open Monday, edg- 
ing Ben Hogan and Gene Littler in the playoff for top 
money in the $30,000 Memphis Open. 


Bolt fired a 33-35—68 over the 
6,500-yard, 34-36—70 Colonial 
Country Club course to shave 
Hogan by a stroke. Littler pulled 
in third with 36-35—71. The fat 
end of the purse was $4,300. 


Hogan closed in on Bolt over 
the final nine after being way off 
his game on the Way out. He 
carded a 37-32—69. 


After turning the front nine 
with a big three-stroke lead, Bolt 
faded and reached the 17th hole 
square with Hogan. But a clutch 
seven-puft went down for the 
bird which meant victory. 


Hogan and Littler split second 
and third place money, which 
totaled $5,000. The three pros 
had finished the regulation 72 
holes with a seven-under-par 
273s. 


The dandy dresser from Crystal 
River, Fla., almost sewed it up 
on the front nine. He stood three 
over Hogan and four over Littler 
at the turn.

Hogan picked up a stroke on 10 
with a birdie when Bolt and Littler 
settled for pars.

U.S. Offers 
$5 Billion 
Bond Swap 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Treasury announced a new kind of 
bond exchange Monday which will 
give some investors a higher re- 


turn on the money they lend to 
the government. 


It offered to take from in- 
vestors up to $5 billion worth of 
22 per cent bonds maturing in 
November, 1961, and to give them 
in exchange securities coming due 
further in the future and paying 
either 3%4 per cent or 3’ per cent. 


The exchange offering was 
made to holders of $11,177,152,000 
worth of 2'2 per cent bonds sold 
in 1954 and maturing Nov. 15, 1961. 


In exchange the Treasury of- 
fered up to $3,500,000,000 of 3%4 per 
cent notes to mature May 15, 1964, 
and up to $1,500,000,000 of 3% per 
cent bonds to come due in 1968. 


The Treasury estimated that 
about $6,500,000,000 of the 242 per 
cent bonds are held by banks and 
savings associations, $1,500,000,000 
by corporations and the balance 
by other investors. 


These bonds closed in the New 
York market Monday at a price 
of $98 10/32 bid per $100 of face 
value, for a yield of 3.71 per cent. 
The Treasury, taking this discount 
at value of the bonds into account, 
estimated the new four-year notes 
would yield 4.22 per cent and the 
eight-year bonds 4.13 per cent. 


It said authority granted by 
Congress last year would be exer- 
cised to prevent investors turning 
in the bonds to claim a capital 
loss for income tax purposes.
